JADEITE IN BURMA.

as & poor variety of jude. Two distinct minerals 
are included in the ‘term jadestone or jae, 
namely,.tho true jade or nephrite, which is 
a silicate of calcium ond. magnesium, ond 5 
membor of the amphibole group: and jadalte, 
which is a pyroxene of the ‘composition silionte 
of sodium and aluminium, They aro vory 


‘similar in colour-and other physical propertics, 


but jadsite is slightly tho harder und consider- 
ably heavier of the two, sind ia moro fusible. 
They are prized equally by tho Chinese. No 
jade (nephrite) of ‘the kind that would be 
regarded as n marketable minvral is known in’ . 
India. But a mineral, having the ossentlal 
composition and approaching coarse jade in . 
physical charactors, is known in South Mirzapur, 
True jade, however, has been Inrgely worked in 
the Karakash yalley in South. Turkestan for 
many conturics, 

Tho only jadestone of commercial value is 
found in tho basin oftho Uru river, oa tributary of 
the Chindwin,in the Mogaung sub-division of the 
Myitkyina district, Upper finrmea. Jadeite ig 
now worked at threo localitioa—Mamon, Hweka 
and Tuymaw. At Mamon the jadeite is found 
in the form of boulders in the alluvial deposi 
of the Uru river, and also-in tho. bed or river 
iteelf. At Hweke the minoral is found in the 
form of boulfers in a conglomerate. of, Tertiary 
age. But the most interesting of the three oc- 
currences is at Tawmaw. Dr. A. W. G. Bleeck 
describes the jadcite of Tawmuw as oecurriny in 
& motamorphosed’ igneous dyke intruded into 
serpen ine. He concludes that the jadeito ia the 
result pf. the metamorphism of an ulbite- 
nopheline rock originully forming the dyke: 

According to Mr. Warry, jado-stone or 
nephrite has been known in China from n period 
of antiquity.

frontier but it was not: until, 1784, after pro- 
tracted hostilities between Burina and Chinn, 
that # regular trade was opened betweon the 
two countries, and thon the Chinese soon dis- 


-|-eovered - the position of. the. jade-producing: 


district. At tho beginning of the ninotecnth * 
century the Burmese. kings sovm to have become. . 
awaro of tho importance: of the jade trade and © 
the revenue it might yield, and in 18% 0 
Burmese Collectorate was established at the site 
of what is-now the town of Mogaung, which be- 
catie the head of. the jade (radein Burma, The 
Kachins, in whore country the jade “deposits 
are sitnated, and who were regarded. os the 
absolute owners of all the jade produced, brought 
tho mineral to Mogaung, where it was.sold to 
the Chinese. Whoi it was ready to loave - 
Mogaung on ad valorem duty of 334 per cent. 
was lovied and s permit issued. Payments 
wors made in bar silver—at first fairly puro, but 
later on debased with lead (rupess did net come 
inte general uso until 1874). . 

The period of grestost prosperity of the jade 
trado was 1831-1840, during which time at least 
800° Chineso and 600 Shans wore annually on- 
goged in’business and labour at the mines. All 
the stone went by one of several routes to Yunnen- 
fu, then the great emporium of the jade tra'e, 
where Cantonese merchants bought the rough 
stone and carried it to Cunton to bo ont and 
polished. - In 1841 war broke out between Great 
Britain and China and tho hostilitios ut Cou- 
ton soon affected the jade. trade, a0 that the 
Cantonese morchunts ceased to go to Yanusn- 
fu to buy stone. -Stocks accumulated and Yun- 
nan traders ceased visiting tho mincs.. Tho 
trade passed through various vicissitudes, but 
it wis not until 1861 that it really improved . 
again.. From that date, when tho first Can- 
tonesa merchant arrived in Mandelay and 
made s.fortaue by buying up all the old stocks 
of jade, till now, the bulk of the stone 
han been carried by sea to Canton. During the 
ensuing yeara, the jade dues were somol imes co}- 
lected in the orthodux way—by tho Collector at 
Mogaung—whilst in other yesra the tax was 
farmed out; but the King of Burma, dissatisfed . 
with the revenue thus obtained from tho jade, 
tried.in some years to purchase all tho material 
himself direct from tha Kachins, at tho mines. 
In sich years the Kachins, proforring tho 
former revenuo: methods, curtailed ontput and 
produced pieces of inferior’ quality only. The 
revenue scerning to the King from tho jade 
dues varied from Ks, 10,000, per annum to Re. 
50,000, boing loast when tho King tried to 
purch-se the jade himeelf, . With’ the British 
oscupation of Upper Burma, the tax was farmed 
out to Leonpin, who made himself so unpopular © 
by his methods of collecting the tax that he was 
murdered at Mogaung. «The ‘firet British visit 
to. the mines was made in 1888 by. Major 
Adamzon with a column of British troops, The 
tax of 33 1-3 per cant. on output is still farmed. 
out. by Government on triennisl lenses, It is 
collected at Moganng in the case of stones trank- 
orted on wwules vid Kamning, and st Kindotin 
the case of stono transported-on bamboo rafts 
down the Urn and Ohindwin.
